GOVERNOR HOLDS
UP REAPPRAISAL

PROPOSED MEASURE

WIDELY PROTESTED
eetings to Be Held Throughout the
State to Give People Opportunity
to Gain Full information of the
Plan.

The resolution passed by the Gen-
eral Assembly on Nov. 24, for the re-
afipraisal of real estate in sixty-one
counties of Ohio, including Medina
county, aroused such a storm of pre-
test among farmers' organizations
and in the rural communities affected
that Gov. Cox has asked the Assembly
to withhold the final order to re-ap-
praice until the State Tux Commis-
sion makes a re-survey of land values
in the disputed counties, and to afford
full opportunity for tax-payers, pub-
lic bedies and all interested parties
to be heard,

Gov. Cox suggested that several
days be devoted to such hearingsand
that notice be communicated through
the public press in such a way that
the citizens generally may have full
information thereof, and may be able
to avail themselves of the opportunity
afforded.

The resolution passed by the As-
sembly Nov. 24, recited that, in the
counties in which reappraisal was
ordered, real estate was on the tax
duplicate at as low as 45.6 per cent.
of its true value in money, and that
in many of these counties there had
been no reappraisal since 1910.

In his letter to the commission Gow,
Cox, recommending that a re-survey
be made, calls attention to the fackt
that “the data on which the commis-
sion acted was accumulated from a
Egidy of conditions as they existed in

9",

“It is a matter of common knawl-
edge,” the letter says, “that in no year
in the history of the state have values
manifested such a lack of stability as
they have during the past twelve
months. .

“Might it not be desirable in view
of this to cause a re-survey to be
made before taking definite and final
action in the issnance of the order of
re-gppraisment?”

Should the commission adopt the'
suggestion of postponement of final
action until a re-survey, based upon
public hearing, could be made, the

power.

Since the  above was written the
Ohio Tax oCmmission has amended its
resolution of Nov. 24 ordering a re-
appraisal in sixty-one counties, by
striking Jackson county from the list,
and assigned the resolution for fur-
ther action on Feb, 1. The commission
provided that the week of Jan. 17 be
set aside “for the purpose of open
hearing to all persons either in favor
of or opposed to such reappraisment.
